The board has been 
inspired to follow such a course through its 
determifiation to make an appearance of 
profitable operation of the power depart- 
ment.

Adoption of a new city charter contain 
ing a provision for payment of interest and 
sinking-fund charges from revenues has 
forced a showdown in this matter and, {n- 
stead of admitting their juggling of funds 
for the purpose of making a false showing 
of. profits from the development of power, 
the Board of Water and Power Commission- 
ers has attempted to pass the entire cost 
along to Los Angeles water users. | 

The whole question is one of book-keep- 
ing. Either the power bureau must be oper- 
ated at a loss of approximately $1,000,000 
annually or the people of Los Angeles must 
meet this loss by continuing to furnish 
$1,000,000 worth of “free” water for power 
purposes. Except for the inclusion of the 
clause in the new charter requiring both the 
water and power departments to pay inter- 
est and sinking-fund charges this duplicity 
on the part of the water and power authort- 
ties might have continued unexposed. 

The present request for increased water 
jrates is just another example of how the 
water department, under its able and effi- 
cient administration by Chief Engineer Mul- 
holland, is being made the “goat” by the 
power bureau, which lurks in the back- 
gtound while Chief Engineer Mulholland 
asks for increased water rates. And the 
chief engineer is too much of a sportsman 
to complain of the role he is required to 
play and. to lay the blame for the higher 
rates at the door of the power bureau where 
it belongs. 


And if the attempted increase in the price 
of doméstic water is unjustified and unrea- 
sonable, the effort to add to the charges for 
water used for irrigation by the farmers in 
San Fernando Valley is doubly an injustice. 
The city is recovering and bringing into the 
city for domestic use irrigation water that 
has filtered through the subterranean sands 
in San Fernando Valley. This water, repre- 
senting a large percentage of the city’s 
present water supply, has been’ sold to the 
San Fernando Valley farmets and paid for. 
There is, of course, no disposition upon the 
part of the farmers to seek revente from 
the water so recovered, but there is a very 
logical feeling of resentrrent against those 
seeking to force the valley irfigators to pay 
an additional rate for water. 

Had there been an honest and fair at 
tempt from the beginning. to operate the 
power department along economic and non- 
political lines the people of Los Angeles 
would have a better and less costly water 
department and the attempts of the power 
bureau to show “paper profits” would long 
ago have been tho y discredited.

EDISON WATER 
CASE GIVEN AID 


Government Backs Position 
on Riparian Dispute 


Brief Stating Stand Filed at 
San Francisco 
Upper San Joaquin Power 

Projects Involved 


Supporting the position of the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany on the question of riparian 
rights on the upper San Joaquin 
River and its tributaries, the Unit- 


ed States government at San Fran- 
|eisco yesterday filed a brief in 
‘the case of the Edison company 
versus Amelia Herminghaus et al, 
more commonly Known as the 
Herminghaus heirs, which i¢ now 
pending in the Supreme Court. 

The brief was filed by Harold 
Baxter of Phoenix, Ariz., and J, 
F. Lawson of Washington, D. C., 
as special adsistants to United 
States Atty.-Gen. John G. Sargent, 
and brings the government into 
the case for the first time as a 
contestant, 

Briefly, e case in the Supreme 
Court is an appeal by the Southern 
California Edison Company from 
a judgment and decree entered 
March 6, last, by Judge B. 
Wooley ailtting in the Supertor 
Court of Freeno and affects the 
right of the Southern California 
Edison Company to construct its 
system of hydroelectric storage 
dams and projects on the upper 
San Joaquin. In this territory the 
company has already spent mil- 
lions of dollars completing their 
to supply Séuthern Cali- 
ornia with light and power. 

DISPUTE ‘OUTLINED 

The Herminghaug heirs  or- 
iginally brought’ suit on August 
27, 1924, asserting their rights as 
riparian land owners were being 
abridged by the activities of the 
company, and asked for a decree 
that the Edison company had no 
right to store or impound ‘the 
water of the San Joaquin and its 
tributaries above their lands and 
a restraining order to enjoin the 
company from so doing. 

The Southern Califearnia Edison 
Company in answer maintained 
that it had the legal] right, as a 
riparian owner and also as a lil- 
ecensee of the Federal Power Com- 
mission of the United States, to 
store these waters during times of 
flood and let them down gradually 
to the lower riparian owners, a 
process that the Herminghaus 
heirs asserted would rob their bot- 
tom lands of the beneficial flood 


waters. 
Judge Wooley tn his decision 
found that while the electric 


company could legally use _ the 
waters for power and light de- 
velopment, held’ that they could 
not store or impound the flow of 
the river or its tributaries further 
than Was specifically permitted by 
the court, and that the storage in 
the Huntington Laké reservoir on 
Big Creek of the waters of Stev- 
enson Creek and Pitman Creek 
Was an unreasonable use which 
would regult in irreparable ‘in- 
jury to the plaintiffs’ land. He 
granted an injunction prohibiting 
the Edison company from storing 
any water except as permitted by 
the court. 


GOV EKN MENT’S BASE 


In the government brief filed 
yesterday there is emphasized the 
special interests of the United 


portance attached to the admin- 
istration of its resources in Cali- 
fornia. The United States, it was 
asserted, has a direct interest by 
reason of its reserved rental upon 
the power project, incréasing with 
the power capacity which de- 
pends upon the storage of waters 
and the government takes the 
position that in its -disposal of 
lands valuable for power privi- 
leges’ the government acts with 
a view to public policy and the 
general welfare of the people, 
treating the Southern California 
Edison Company as its agent to 
further its policies, 

The government's principal con- 
tention is that it has the right to 
develop’ power and to exercise 
such reasonable control of the San 
Joaquin River as may be neces- 
sary therefor. The government 
relies upon the action of the Cali- 
fornia Legislature which has in 
the Water Commission Act of 
1913 abridged the rights of ripar- 
ian owners, it is contended, and 
the owners have lost the right to 
have, their swamp lands flooded. 


Supreme Court that to require the 
river to flow at flood stages in or- 
der to flood the respondent's 
lands is an unreasonable use by 
the lower riparian owners, where- 
as the right to store waters for 
power generation is a reasonable 
use. 

Tt is also conten4ed in the gov- 
ernment. brief that the  conse- 
quences of the Wooley decision, 
if affirmed by the upper court, 
will be to render impossible any 
The United States, it was etated, 
is interested in‘ the early develop- 
ment of the resources it owns, 
and has great concern in the ap- 
plication of its policies toward 
navigeble waters, in the preserva- 
tion of the rights of the commun- 
ity and in the promotion’ of the 
general we:fare through its con- 
stifutional powers.

Bar Association Hears 
Debate on Virtues of State 


Widely divergent views on the 
State’s present parole and pro- 
bation system were expressed last 
night by speakers at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Los An- 
geles Bar Association at the Alex- 
andria, 

Judge Hardy of the Superior 
Court and Dep.-Dist.-Atty. Fricke, 
taking the release of “Big Hutch” 
Hutchings as a case in point, 
flayed the parole and probation 
system as now followed in un- 
measured language.’ They declared 
the system Ys vicious in its effect. 
and lends itself to what they de- 
scribed as such abuses as those 
illustrated in the parole of the 
bunko Man. 

An opposing view, however, was 
oe by Public Defender Aggeliar. 
He declared the system is hu- 
manitarian in principle and ef- 
fective in practice, A mass of 
figures to show how the parole 
and probation policy has worked 
was introduced by Mr. Agegelar. 
These, he stated, showed that the 
case of Hutchings was merely an 
exception and that 95 per cent of 
the cases of parole and probation 
work out ‘very satipfactorily. 

Both Judge Hardy and Mr. 
Fricke answered that as long as 
the present helter-skelter system 
of extending paroles and proba- 
tions is followed cases similar to 
that of Hutchings will bob up.
